RIOTERS STORM 
WOMEN PICKETS’ 
HEADQUARTERS 


Mob Led by 3 U. S. 
Fighters Rips Down 
Suffrage Banners. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]—For two hours this afternoon 2,000 
excited citizens, led by soldiers, sailors, 
and marines, besieged Cameron house, 
the headquarters of the national woman’s 
party here, while one policeman wan- 
dered uneasily through the crowd. 
The riot started shortly after 4 o’clock 
when Mrs. Dexter Otey of Richmond, 
Va., started for the White House carry- 
ing a suffrage banner addressed to 
“ Kaiser Wilson.” It was torn from her 
before she reached the gate and ban- 
ners carried by Miss Lucy Ewing and 
Mrs. William Upton Watson of Chicago, 
Miss Iris Calderhead of Kansas, and 
others suffered the same fate.

Middle Western Men. 

Seven of the brigadier geverals of the 
regulars promoted to major generals are 
middie western men.

The senate finance committee has reported in a 
war revenue measure estimated to yield $2,006,- 
970,000. In many respects the bill is a vast im- 
provement on the house measure, but the improve-

Figures are usually uninteresting, because they 


the figures achieved by the senate finance commit- 
tee are so tremendous that it is worth while to 
make a few comparisons. It is only necessary to 
take the commitee report itself. The aggregate net 
income of all taxable corporations in the year 1909 
was $2,005,978,400; in 1914—the year the war 
started—it was $8,619,387,786. , . 

In other words, it is propdsed to commandeer the 
normal profits of all the corporations in the United 
States. We are. giving our blood; on top of this, 
we are. asked to give all our treasure. Or, rather, 
we are asked to give our treasure in a manner that 
will cripple our war activity and undermine our 
economic stamina for years to come. 

The fundamental truth is that this nation is 
making a loan against the future, whatever |° 
methods of war finance may be adopted. “If the 
government issues bonds, succeeding generations: 
will have.to pay them. If the government taxes us| 
to the limit; our children will have to endure the 
heritage of poverty. But our children will be much 
happier if it is simply a question of paying off 
bonds than if they have to endure poverty. 

There is no doubt that this generation should 
assume the burden of heavy taxation. It is neces- 
sary, to prevent undue“ inflation,” which is the 
bankers’ word for hectic financial conditions. The 
senate’s financial scheme, however, seems to be 
designed to eradicate not only the inflation but 
business itself. 

Senator McCumber expressed this view in terms 
of practical results. He said the proposed bill prob- 
ably would result in the withdrawal of capital 
from business, capital would then be invested in 
government loans, thus escaping further taxes and 
the responsibility of commercial enterprise. 

It would be useless to speculate on the motives 
that inspire—or degrade—our representatives. 
There is, for instance, the intoxication 1 of money— 
money to spend for pork—money to spend for any- 
thing that seems desirable from the parochial, con- 
-gréssional point of view. | 

But it is worth while,to note that some time 
these men. wiljl come back to thelr constituencies. 
Everybody pays taxes, directly or ‘indirectly. If 
these senators—if these representatives—exact too 
much, they will pay the penalty. 


MORE HASTE, LESS SPEED. 

It is, of course, highly desirable that the new 
national army be assembled and its training begun 
at the earliest possible moment.

crop conditions in Hawaii and Porto Rico, where in 
sach instance production has increased. 

Why, then, must consumers pay excessive prices 
both for sugar and for prepared fruits and mnees 
goods in which it is an ingredient? 

Thé> SWollen profits of the sugar companies see 
the answer, The prices are war prices only in the 
sensé'that they are based on the manufacturer’s and 
grower’s opportunity ‘and the consumer's necessity 
created by the war. They are prices fixed by greed 
and are wholly without the justification of increased 
cost of production, as is clearly shown by the $50,- 
900,000 gain made by raw sugar companies in one 
year. 

In fine, the reason sugar is dear is that sugar com- 
panies are paying extra dividends. The thriving 
condition of the industry is its own sufficient com. 
mentary on the patriotism of its owners in taking 
advantage of.a national ores to owt up. the olan 
of a natiooal necessity.

They possess a particular 
attraction for Americans, who, as soon 
as they are established in their riverside 
homes, seek to keep swans. Straightway 
they find that while they can purchase 
swans they cannot keep. tuem on the 
river. 

The restrictions with regard to the 
possession of swans by private persons 
in Bngland is by no means limited to 
the Thames. No one except the sover- 
eign is allowed to have swans on any of 
the other navigable rivers of the United 
Kingdom. But swans aré permitted on 
lakes and unnavigable streams after li- 
censes have been obtained from the 
king’s swan master, who at the-same 
time registers the swan mark of the li- 
censee, his jurisdiction extending over 
the whole of the British isles.

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ENGINEERING AS A PROFESSION, 

(Chicago, Aug. 14.—[Editor of Ths Trib- 
une.jJ—In your editorial, “‘Study Engi- 
neering,” you tell of the existing need 
for engineers, due to the great demand 
which the war has made upon our pro- 
fession. It is well presented, but one 
sentence near the close needs qualify- 
ing—viz.: ‘‘ Tell every boy of your ac- 
quaintarme that engineering will be the 
eest paid profession for at least ten 
years after the war.”’ That sounds too 
optimistic to us who have borne the 
heat and burden of long years of ill paid 
service. We, who know that the engi- 
neer is generally regarded as a neces- 
sary nuisance, who has barely been 
granted a living wage; we who know 
that there are engineers whose educa- 
thon has cost them thousands of dollars; 
men who have mastered the science and 
whose compensation for knowledge, ex- 
perience, and faithful work is on the 
scale of wages paid to barely skilled la- 
bor. can hardly believe that even war 
will bring him into his own. 

Your closing sentence has in it a qual- 
ifying “clause which is  timely—viz.: 
“Any lad with the requisite gifts will 
iy the technical school an open door 

success, prosperity, and incalculable 
usefulness.”’ ‘‘ Requisite gifts.’ Stress 
those words. What are the _ requisite 
gifts? Are they not the sound mind in 
the sound body, the ability te master 
mathematical science, and the horse 
fense to apply that science to the prob- 
lems which confront the engineer in va- 
rying form; the ability to labor consci- 
entiously and untiringly; loyalty to duty 
and. a just consideration for the rights 
and sensibilties of others?

PARIS, Aug. 2.—I've recently wit- 
nessed a parade célebrating tre dawn 
of the French revolution. And from the 
prevalence of American | flags worn in 
the soldiers’ buueonuholes and carried in 
the .barrels of their guns, 1 should al- 
most have thought it was in honor, of the; 
Americans. - 

There were 9,000 men te the paréiie 
and fully 1,000 of them had somewhere 
about their pack or on their uniform 
or perched ih the band on their cap a 
Small American flag. Again and again 
in the crowd you would hear a worthy 
bourgeois murmur, “ But where, then, 
are the Americans? Why. don't they 
march with us?”’ 

They were told by some well vada 
schoolboy that no one but the French 
troops that’ had received the “ four- 
ragére” or shoulder braid for special 
bravery were to march in this year’s 
14th of July procession. It was a won- 
derful sight to see them, torn banners 
hanging in shreds around bullet marked 
standards, and pinned on the faded col- 
ors the croix de guerre, perhaps with 
its extra palms, which showed that that 
whole regiment had come glowingly 
through some violent attack and had 
distinguished itself for bravery: 


Chasseurs Cheered. 

I remember one group of chausseurs 
alpins, the chaps with the jaunty blue 
tam o’shanters made familiar to us in 
Chicago throug ere Jean Fabry, the 
officer with Gen. Joffre. As they 
marched along, shoulders back, eyes 
glancing at balconies, a woman leaned 
far forward on her table propped up 
against a tree on the sidewalk and 
calles out over the head of the crowd, 

‘Merci, grand merci pour nous, tes 
civiles.””. And the crowd took it, up and, 
throwing flags and flowers, they called 
again and again, ‘Our thanks ‘to you.” 
Pretty, wasn't it? And how i must 
have enheartened the men. , 

When they went back to their com- 
rades the next week (for they got a full 
week’s permission on account of the 
holiday) they doubtless uplifted . the 
morale of the troops which had already 
undergone such a change since the en- 
trance of America into the war, and 
since the beginning of the new Russian 
offensive.

We 
‘cannot concern ourselves with the girls 
of over 18, but we certainly are going 
to try to stop the sending of the younger 
girls out into the streets to encounter 
what they have to encounter." 

The Juvenile Protective society in an 
effort to improve matters will soon ask 
the city council to take further. action 
as the present laws do not meet the 
problem.
